But a spokesman 
says certain tests—of flares, unusual weapons and “sounding rockets,” which 
are sent more than 100 miles into the sky—probably account for some local 
UFO reports. 

To tell if an object is moving in the sky, you need to watch it next to 
something that’s not moving, like a tree. Your fist will do. Just hold your arm 
up and out, make a fist and hold still. See if the object in the met moves toward 
or away from it, if at all. 

Don’t guess an object's size. “Hold your arm straight out and measure the 
object between your thumb and forefinger,” says Art. “A full moon is about the 
size of an aspirin tablet when you do this. If you just se you'll always think 
its bigger than it is.’
